ARE  REPORTS  WORTH  WHILE  ? 

When  writing  a  report,  one  often  asks  “  Are  reports 
worth  while?  ”  As  a  history  of  the  Association  under 
review  a  report  is  necessary,  but  it  is  well  known  that 
very  few  reports  are  read  by  the  recipients.  Recently  a 
patient  who  has  been  the  means  of  raising-  large  sums  for 
the  Hospital  and  who  is  keenly  interested  in  all  that 
concerns  the  Institution,  asked  for  a  copy  of  the  Report 
as  he  had  never  read  his  annual  copy ! 

A  report  answers  three  purposes  :  It  records  the  work 
of  the  year  for  the  use  of  the  Institution  itself,  it  gives 
subscribers  and  others  the  opportunity  of  reading  and 
approving  (or  otherwise)  the  work  done,  and  it  shows  the 
way  in  which  the  money  is  raised  and  expended. 

A  Hospital  report  should  produce  in  its  readers  that 
element  of  sentiment  which  animates  the  Staff  in  dealing 
with  those  who  come  under  their  care. 

We  venture  to  ask  subscribers  to  read  this  report 
and  thus  enter  into  sympathy  with  the  committee  in  their 
beneficient  work. 
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OUTSTANDING  FEATURES. 

There  are  certain  outstanding  features  which  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  share  with  our  subscribers. 

We  heartily  congratulate  Dr.  G.  Harvie  Duncan  on 
his  becoming  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons 
(Edin.)  Dr.  Duncan  is  the  first  member  of  our  medical 
staff  to  secure  this  distinction. 

The  Hospital  has  been  affiliated  with  the  Cheltenham 
General  and  Eye  Hospitals.  This  is  a  most  important  step, 
as  our  Probationers  are  now  able  to  sit  for  their  first  State 
Examination  from  Evesham  Hospital  and,  after  two  years’ 
training,  pass  on  to  Cheltenham  for  their  final  training 
and  examination. 

The  Hospital  has  been  further  equipped  by  the 
purchase  of  a  Pantostat  (for  electrical  treatment)  and  a 
Nitrous  Oxide  Apparatus  (for  special  operative  treatment) 
as  a  memorial  to  the  late  Alderman  W.  Gill  Smith,  J.P., 
and  also  a  Microscope  as  a  memorial  to  the  late  Mr. 
William  Yates,  J.P.  These  were  made  possible  by  gifts 
of  money  in  lieu  of  wreaths  by  relatives  and  friends. 

A  Radiant  Heat  Cradle  was  presented  by  Miss 
Rodocanachi  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  Rudge.  It  is  in  frequent  use. 

The  discovery  of  an  ancient  Well  at  the  Crown  Hotel, 
Evesham,  and  the  happy  thought  of  the  proprietor  to 
place  a  Hospital  Box  for  sight-seers  to  deposit  their 
donations  in,  has  resulted  in  over  £20  being  sent  to  the 
Hospital.  We  thank  Mr.  Fletcher  and  trust  that  many 
more  will  look  down  that  old  Well  and  remember  the 
Hospital  before  turning  away. 

The  N-Ray  apparatus  has  proved  of  immense  value, 
no  fewer  than  164  films  having  been  taken  since  it  was 
installed  in  September,  1929. 

The  work  in  the  Massage  Department  has  also  in¬ 
creased  and  the  resident  Masseuse  and  Tutor  has  been 
kept  busy.  Some  1,430  treatments  have  been  given  to  73 
patients. 

One  outstanding  feature  which  has  no  element  of 
satisfaction  associated  with  it  is  the  greatly  increased 
number  of  accident  cases.  The  number  of  major  accidents 
has  been  63,  of  which  25  have  been  non-resident. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS. 

The  increase  in  the  accommodation  reported  last  year 
has  resulted  in  a  larger  number  of  in-patients,  641  having 
been  admitted  compared  with  528.  There  has  also  been  a 
great  increase  in  the  number  of  major  operations,  being 
41 1  against  252. 

Tn  the  out-patient  department,  244  cases  have  been 
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dealt  with  compared  with  243.  The  accommodation  is  the 
same  as  last  year,  viz.  :  Four  private  rooms,  two  semi¬ 
private  wards,  each  containing  three  beds;  Burlingham 
Ward  (men),  14  beds,  with  a  possibility  of  16  in  case  of 
emergency;  Izod  Ward  (women),  14  beds;  Allman  Ward 
(children),  6  beds.  A  total  of  44  to  46. 

Thanks  to  the  Medical,  Dental  and  Nursing  Staff,  the 
work  has  been  carried  on  with  efficiency  and  harmony. 

THE  FINANCIAL  OUTLOOK. 

The  increased  number  of  patients  has  naturally  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  larger  income  from  this  source,  £1,771  having 
been  received  from  private  and  semi-private  patients, 
£1,114  from  general  patients,  and  £886  have  been  trans¬ 
ferred  from  the  contributory  scheme  for  members  who 
have  been  in-patients.  This  latter  item  does  not  include 
payments  made  to  other  Hospitals  for  members  sent  to 
these  Institutions. 

There  has  been  a  welcome  increase  in  the  number  of 
subscribers,  but  another  200  would  be  a  great  help.  The 
figures  under  this  head  are  £512  compared  with  £443  in 

l929- 

Church  collections  are  £107  as  against  £121; 
Alexandra  Day  was  also  slightly  lower  than  a  year  ago, 
being  £183,  a  decrease  of  £20. 

The  total  income  was  £1,146  more  than  in  1929, 
which  is  most  satisfactory. 

On  the  expenditure  side  there  is  also  a  natural  rise 
due  to  the  larger  number  of  patients,  but  we  are  glad  to 
report  that  owing  to  the  careful  watch  kept  and  the  help 
given  by  many  who  send  vegetables  and  contribute  to 
“  Pound  Day  ”  the  increase  is  not  so  great  as  was 
expected.  The  amount  is  £406  os.  od. 

CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  now  shows  a  membership 
of  2,400,  which  includes  those  who  joined  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  January,  1931.  The  amount  received  was  £1,176, 
whilst  £1,076  was  expended  on  account  of  patients. 
During  the  year  there  has  been  an  exceptional  number  of 
prolonged  cases,  no  fewer  than  47  having  been  in  Hospital 
for  a  period  of  over  28  days.  Of  these  six  were  in  between 
ten  and  twenty  weeks  and  two  between  thirty  and  forty 
weeks.  We  hope  that  these  abnormal  cases  will  prove  the 
exception  rather  than  the  rule.  It  is  with  regret  that  we 
propose  to  put  into  operation  the  rule  with  reference  to 
Prolonged  Cases.”  and  where  a  contributory'  patient  is 
in  the  Hospital  for  a  longer  period  than  three  months  to 
isk  fora  small  weekly  payment  towards  the  extra  expense. 
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GALA  DAY. 

It  is  evident  that  Gala  Day  has  come  to  stay.  The  Gala 
Committee  is  now  a  registered  Association,  and  the  event 
is  looked  forward  to  with  the  greatest  enthusiasm. 

The  amount  handed  over  to  the  Extension  Fund  was 
£450,  being  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  if  we  exclude 
the  special  donation  of  £100  given  in  1929.  This  is 
extremely  satisfactory  and  shows  how  much  work  was  put 
into  the  effort  by  the  Committee  and  the  band  of  willing 
helpers.  The  debit  balance  on  the  Extension  account  is 
now  £839. 

LINEN  GUILD. 

Although  the  members  of  the  Linen  Guild  work 
quietly,  we  would  acknowledge  the  great  debt  the  Com¬ 
mittee  owes  to  the  collectors,  who  save  the  Hospital 
many  pounds  each  year. 

The  Guild  has  been  of  especial  value  since  the  exten¬ 
sions  were  completed,  as  practically  the  whole  of  the 
equipment  for  the  new  beds  has  been  provided  by  the 
members  and  subscribers.  Collecting  money  is  not  the 
“  pleasant  pastime  ”  it  might  be,  but,  as  will  be  seen  by 
the  balance  sheet,  forty  or  more  ladies  have  given  willing 
service  so  that  the  patients  may  have  warmth  and  comfort 
Every  helper  deserves  our  warmest  thanks. 

GENERAL  THANKS. 

In  addition  to  those  specially  mentioned  above,  we 
desire  to  thank  the  collectors  for  the  Contributory  Scheme 
who  have  undertaken  their  duties  in  no  prefunctory 
manner,  but  remind  forgetful  members  and  attract  new 
ones. 

It  is  not  easy  to  maintain  interest  year  after  year, 
but  every  June  the  Alexandra  Day  Committee  and  friends 
deserve  and  receive  our  gratitude  for  spending  a  day  in 
the  heat,  and  sometimes  in  the  rain,  in  order  to  add  to 
our  funds. 

The  Clergy  and  Ministers  have  again  helped  by  bring¬ 
ing  the  needs  of  the  Hospital  before  their  respective  con¬ 
gregations.  The  Sports  Committees  have  helped,  and  the 
promoters  of  the  Children’s  Christmas  Party  have  again 
given  valuable  assistance.  Messrs.  Kingscott,  Dix  &  Co. 
have  again  audited  our  accounts  free  of  expense  to  us. 
We  recognise  this  as  a  valuable  contribution. 

We  also  thank  all  others  who  have  helped  the  Hospital 
by  gifts  and  in  other  ways.

Rates  of  contributions  for  families  whose  income  (of  husband  and 
wife)  does  not  exceed  ,£250  per  annum,  sing-le  persons  .£150  per 
annum: — 

At  the  rate  of  3d.  per  week  for  married  man,  to  include  wife,  children 

under  16  years  and  dependent  relatives  residing-  with  him. 

At  the  rate  of  2d.  per  week  for  single  person  of  19  years  and  upwards. 
At  the  rate  of  id.  per  week  for  single  person  between  16  and  19  years. 

Contributions  if  paid  in  advance: — 

Threepenny  members,  12/-  per  annum,  3/3  per  quarter. 

Twopenny  members,  8/-  per  annum,  2/2  per  quarter. 

Penny  members,  4/-  per  annum,  1/1  per  quarter. 

The  annual  contribution  is  strongly  recommended. 

Contributors  are  exempt  from  ail  maintenance  charges  made  by 
the  Hospital. 

Contributions  may  be  made: — 

(a)  Direct  to  Hospital. 

(b)  To  the  Local  Collector. 

(c)  Through  employers  in  some  instances. 

Mistresses  may  insure  their  domestic  servants.  In  the  event  of 
the  servant  leaving,  the  card  should  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Hospital,  when  a  new  card  showing  the  amount  paid  to  date  will  be 
sent  in  order  that  the  maid  may  continue  her  contributions  if  she 
desires  to  do  so.  This  card  should  be  given  to  the  maid.  The  old 
card  will  be  returned  corrected. 

Persons  will  not  be  entitled  to  treatment  without  charge  for  main¬ 
tenance  until  they  have  been  contributors  for  not  less  than  12  weeks. 

All  cases  are  subject  to  Hospital  accommodation  being  available, 
to  these  rules  and  the  rules  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Contributor  must  bring  his  membership  card  or  a  note  from 
the  collector  showing  that  payments  have  been  made  to  date,  and,  if 
necessary,  a  certificate  for  treatment  duly  signed  by  the  Doctor. 

Casualty  patients  may  be  treated  in  the  first  instance  without  a 
doctor’s  certificate,  but  for  further  treatment  should  consult  their 
medical  attendant. 

If  a  contributor  is  in  arrear  for  more  than  four  weeks,  free  treat¬ 
ment  shall  not  be  afforded  until  the  arrears  have  been  paid  to  the  local 
Collector.  If  the  contributor  is  in  arrear  for  more  than  three  months 
the  membership  lapses. 

A  patient  joining  the  scheme  during  his  attendance  at  Hospital 
cannot  benefit  during  that  period  of  illness. 

NON-CONTRIBUTORS  entitled  to  join  the  scheme,  and  those 
whose  contributions  have  lapsed,  will  be  required  to  obtain  a  doctor’s 
recommendation  if  necessary  and  to  contribute  to  the  Hospital  on  the 
following  scale: — 

In-patients,  16  years  and  over,  4/-  per  day  minimum. 

,,  under  16  years,  3/-  per  day  minimum. 

Out-patients,  over  16  years,  1/- 
,,  under  16  years,  6d. 
per  visit,  to  be  paid  before  treatment. 

(This  does  not  include  anaesthetics  and  minor  operations). 

Only  those  cases  which  cannot  be  treated  at  a  local  surgery  will 
be  dealt  with  at  the  Hospital.  This  applies  to  both  contributors  and 
non-contributors. 

Subject  to  medical  opinion,  efforts  will  be  made  to  obtain  admis¬ 
sion  to  a  Convalescent  Home,  Eye  Hospital,  Brine  Baths  and  to  other 
recommended  treatment.  Contributors  will  be  expected  to  pay  their 
own  travelling  expenses  and  any  maintenance  charges  in  such  Insti- 
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tutions.  If  funds  are,  available  a  grant  may  be  made  by  the  committee 
towards  such  expenses. 

Treatment  will  not  include  the  provision  of  surgical  appliances, 
artificial  limbs  or  spectacles,  although  these  may  be  obtained  on  the 
best  possible  terms. 

Where  contributors  are  in  a  position  to  pay,  the  Contributory 
Scheme  is  not  intended  to  cover  special  consultations,  X-ray  examina¬ 
tions,  prolonged  massage  or  exceptional  surgical  or  medical  treatment. 
Such  payments  are  subject  to  mutual  agreement  between  the  doctor, 
the  patient,  and  the  committee. 

The  Committee  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  review  any  charges 
in  particular  cases. 

For  further  particulars  and  any  information  apply  the  Secretary, 
Evesham  Hospital. 

RULES 


1. — The  Evesham  Hospital  is  established  for  the  reception  of  persons 
from  Evesham  and  the  neighbouring  Parishes  suffering  from  accidents 
and  diseases  requiring  active  medical  or  surgical  treatment.  Accidents 
and  urgent  surgical  cases  are  admitted  without  any  recommendation. 

2. — The  General  Meeting  of  Governors  may  appoint  a  Bank  or 
other  Corporation  to  be  Trustee  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  men¬ 
tioned  and  all  investments,  securities  and  property  of  the  Hospital 
shall  be  vested  in  the  Bank  or  Corporation  so  appointed  and  such 
Bank  or  Corporation  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  deeds,  certificates 
and  securities  of  the  Hospital,  but  shall  not  be  concerned  with  the 
general  management  of  the  Hospital.  But  it  shall  be  in  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  a  Bank  or  Corporation  so  appointed  Trustee  to  decline  to 
accept  a  Conveyance,  Assignment  or  Transfer  of  any  real  or  lease¬ 
hold  property,  stocks,  shares  or  investments  which  may  be  subject 
to  covenants,  obligations,  calls  or  other  liability  of  a  nature  which 
such  Bank  or  Corporation  may  not  feel  able  to  undertake.  A  Bank 
or  Corporation  so  appointed  shall  hold  the  investments^  securities 
and  property  so  vested  in  it  upon  trust  to  deal  with  and  dispose  of 
the  same,  both  as  regards  capital  and  income,  in  such  manner  as 
the  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Hospital  shall  by  resolution 
from  time  to  time  direct,  and  shall  be  free  from  all  responsibility 
in  respect  of  any  dealings  therewith  if  in  conformity  with  the 

directions  of  the  Committee.  - 

3. — The  government  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  the  Governors 

thereof  for  the  time  being. 

4 — Every  Subscriber  of  One  Guinea  and  upwards  annually  shall 
become  and  continue  a  Governor  so  long  as  such  subscription 
is  regularly  paid.  Every  Honor  of  two  guineas  or  upwards  shall  be¬ 
come  a  Governor  for  one  year.  Every  Public  Body,  Institute,  Society 
or  Club  subscribing  two  guineas  or  upwards  a  year,  may,  by  notice 
in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  nominate  a  person  to  become  an  annual 
Governor,  so  long  as  such  subscription  is  regularly  paid.  Any  Clergy¬ 
man  or  Minister  obtaining  by  collection  in  his  Church  or  Chapel,  and 
every  Collector  of  the  sum  of  five  guineas,  shall  be.  a  Governor  for  one 
year  Every  person  who  shall  at  any  time  or  within  a  period  of  three 
years,  voluntarily  give  a  sum  or  sums  amounting  to  not  less  than  twenty 
guineas  shall  thereby  become  a  Life  Governor.  The  Executors  of  a 
Testator  leaving  twenty  guineas  or  upwards  to  the  Hospital  may 
nominate  a  Life  Governor  under  this  rule.  Any  person  who  has  con¬ 
ferred  signal  benefits  on  the  Hospital  may,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee,  be  elected  an  Honorary  Life  Governor  at  any  Annua) 

Meeting  of  the  Governors.  ,  ,  .  ,  ,,  .  , 

5.  — All  subscriptions  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  1st 
January.  All  Subscribers  shall  be  entitled  to  attend  and  speak  at 
Meetings  of  the  Governors,  but  only  Governors  may  vote.  No  Governor 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  whilst  his  subscription  is  m  arrear  . 

6.  — An  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  6hall  be  held  early  m  the 
Year  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  Annual  Peport  and  Statement 
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of  Accounts  from  the  Committee,  electing  a  Chairman,  Honorary 
Treasurer,  Honorary  Secretary  and  four  Members  of  the  Committee. 
The  Secretary  shall  send  seven  days*  notice  of  the  Meeting  to  every 
Subscriber. 

7.  — Subscribers  of  One  Guinea  and  upwards  (paid  by  31st  January) 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  following  reduction  should  the  subscriber, 
hie  wife,  or  child  under  18  years  of  age  become  a  patient  in  the 
hospital:  Private  Ward,  One  Guinea  per  week;  Semi-Private  Ward, 
Ten  shillings  per  week. 

8.  — Subject  to  Rule  4  the  Hospital  shall  be  managed  by  a  Com¬ 
mittee  of  twelve,  four  of  whom  shall  retire  every  year  in  rotation,  but 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.  The  Chairman,  Honorary  Treasurer 
and  Honorary  Secretary,  together  with  two  of  the  Honorary  Medical 
Officers  (to  be  elected  by  them)  shall  be  ex-officio  Members  of  the 
Committee,  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Committee 
shall  meet  quarterly.  The  Chairman,  Honorary  Treasurer,  Honorary 
Secretary  and  Honorary  Medical  Officers  shall  be  ex-officio  Governors 
of  the  Hospital  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  given  under  Rule  4. 

9. — A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Governors  shall  be  called  at  any 
time  by  the  Secretary  by  order  of  the  Committee,  or  on  the  written 
requisition  of  any  12  of  the  Governors.  The  purpose  for  which  such 
Meeting  is  galled  must  be  stated  in  the  Notice  convening  the  Meeting, 
and  no  other  business  shall  be  entertained  at  the  Meeting.  The 
Secretary  shall  send  seven  days'  notice  of  such  Meeting. 

10.  — At  the  Annual  or  Special  Meeting  of  the  Governors  any  addi¬ 
tion  or  alteration  to  these  Rules  may  be  adopted,  provided  a  notice  of 
such  intended  addition  or  alteration  shall  have  been  sent  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  in  time  to  be  placed  upon  the  Notice  to  every  Governor  calling 
the  Meeting.  Any  alteration  or  addition  to  the  Rules  must  be  carried 
by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  Governors  present  aDd  voting. 

11.  — The  Committee  shall  prepare  a  Report  of  its  proceedings, 
which,  together  with  the  Financial  Statement  of  the  Honorary 
Treasurer,  duly  audited,  and  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officers  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Governors  for  approval.  A 
copy  of  the  Financial  Statement  and  Report  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  sent  to  every  Subscriber  seven  days  before  the  Meeting. 

12.  — The  maximum  number  of  Hon.  Medical  Officers  and  Dental 
Practitioners  shall  be  eight  and  two  lespectively.  Having  regard  to 
these  limitations,  any  duly  Qualified  and  Registered  Medical  or  Dental 
Practitioner  having  a  practice  in  the  Borough  of  Evesham, 
seeking  election  as  an  Honorary  Medical  Officer,  shall  make  applica¬ 
tion  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  such  application  to  be  referred  by 
the  Committee  to  the  existing  Medical  Officers  for  their  consideration. 
The  Committee  may  then  at  their  discretion,  temporarily  appoint  such 
applicant  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  when  the  appointment  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Governors  for  confirmation  (providing  that  such 
temporary  appointment  has  been  made  at  least  six  months  prior  to 
the  date  of  such  Annual  General  Meeting).  The  Committee  reserve 
the  right  to  cancel  any  of  the  appointments  made. 

13.  — The  Medical  Officers  shall  be  on  duty  in  weekly  rotation,  and 
shall  attend  cases  admitted  during  their  week,  as  long  as  the  Patients 
remain  in  the  Hospital,  but  cases  occurring  in  the  practice  of  the 
Medical  Officers  and  admitted  into  the  Hospital  are  excepted,  each 
Officer  attending  his  own  patients.  The  Medical  Officers  shall  have 
power  to  discharge  their  own  patients.  In  case  of  important  surgical 
0[>erations,  all  the  Medical  Officers  shall  be  at  liberty  to  attend. 

14.  — The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  House  Committee  to  whom 
the  management  of  the  Hospital  may  be  entrusted  for  twelve  months. 
The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  of  making  Bye-Laws  for  the 
better  carrying  out  any  details  connected  with  the  Hospital.  They 
shall  also  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their 
number  in  the  interval  until  the  Annual  Meeting. 

15.  — The  admission  of  pauper  patients,  the  subject  of  accidents  or 
disease,  the  attendance  on  whom  entitles  the  Union  District  Medical 
Officer  to  extra  payment,  shall  not  interfere  with  the  claim  of  the  said 
Officer  to  the  accustomed  fees. 
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IB- — -Patients  who  are  not  contributory  members  are  required  to 
pay  weekly  at  the  rate  stated  in  the  rules  of  the  Contributory 
Scheme. 

17. — Every  requisite,  except  personal  clothing,  will  be  provided 
by  the  Hospital,  and  Patients  will  be  forbidden  to  receive  food  or 
drink  from  any  other  source,  without  the  sanction  of  the  Medical 
Officer  in  attendance,  on  pain  of  immediate  dismissal. 

18.  — Patients  of  all  religious  denominations  may  be  attended  by 
their  respective  Ministers  at  such  times  as  may  be  most  convenient 
to  the  Staff. 

19.  — Any  question  arising  on  the  construction  of  the  foregoing 
Rules  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee,  whose  decision  shall  be  final 


BY-LAWS.

1. — Every  patient  must  bring  decent  clothing  and  a  sufficient 
supply  of  personal  linen. 

11- — Patients’  friends  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  them  on  Sundays 
and  Thursdays,  between  the  hours  of  2.30  and  4.30  p.m., 
but  on  no  other  days  of  the  week  without  leave  of  the  Medical 
Officer  or  the  Matron.  Not  more  than  three  persons  can  be  allowed 
to  visit  the  same  patient  in  one  day. 

III.  — No  patient  shall  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  but  the 
Hospital  Authorities,  without  the  special  sanction  of  the  Matron. 

IV.  — Patients  shall  strictly  observe  the  hours  appointed  for  all 
the  arrangements  of  the  Hospital 

V.  — No  patient  shall  go  leyond  the  Garden  without  the  special 
leave  of  tha  Matron. 

VI.  — No  male  patient  shall  enter  the  female  wards,  and  no  female 
patient  shall  enter  the  male  wards,  without  the  special  permission  of 
the  Matron. 

VII.  — No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  within  the  House  without 
permission  of  the  Matron. 

VIII. — No  patient  shall  use  bad  language. 

IN.  Wilful  disobedience  to  any  of  the  rules  will  subject  the 
offenders  to  expulsion.
